SHOP WITH PRESIDENT. 


Sir Joseph Ward, Who Is on Way 
Home from Europe With Family, 
Wants to Make Trade With United 
States to Take Surplus Wool and 
Gum.

OYSTER BAY, July 6.—Sir Joseph 
Ward. Premier of New. Zealand, took 
luncheon with the President at Saga- 
more Hill today.

A correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Press at Washington, D. ¢., gives a 
general review of the numerous re- 
forms which have resulted from the 
disclosures made by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, personally 4i- 
rected by our President.

It is admit- 
ted aleo that its exposure of rank fa- 
voritism, rebate giving, discrimination 
in car distribution and other {njustices 
practiced by the railroads hes stirred 
up State Legisiatues to pass more 
equitable laws and to curb monopolls- 
tic corporations within their own bor- 
ders. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is right proud of its work and 
the faithfulnese with which it has 
carried on the investigation and the 
thoroughness with which ft has sought 
after the truth is generally accepted 
here as a pretty good recommendation 
for the continuance of most of its 
members in office when the rate bili 
becomes a law and that body 
have the power to fix 
put them irto force. 

When 
named as a member of this commis- 
sion by President Roosevelt the gen- 
eral comment was: “Well, the old 
man has a nice easy berth for the 
rest of his life, after nearly thirty 
years in the Senate.’

The 
President may be aware that he haa 
Gone all this, but after it hase been ac- 
complished no one hears him talking 
about it. He forced Congress to de-

that ts all past and forgotten in his 
eagerness to have Chairman Shonts 
and Engineer Stevens begin the work 
of making the dirt fly.

a.) A practical question. 

As Jesus told them tnat one. who 
Sives offense suffers more than the 
One offended, and that the latter must 
Hot seek revenge, seek the recov- 
ery of the offender.

His conscience was ten- 
Ger enough to be aroused; perhaps 
they had the question up for discus- 
Sion among themselves; possibly a 
case was up for settlement among the 
Giscipies.

The first element in that doom, the 
beginning of his downfall, is his loss of 
the confidence of his other fellow serv- 
ants, who, when they learned of his 
brutality, were not slow in informing 
the master. Though they might have 
done somewhat as he did, had they 
been in his place, yet they were In a 
position to see how unspeakably had 
was his conduct.

The Romans per- 
mitted tormentors to torture prisoners 
to compel them to reveal where any 
money might be concealed. The ap- 
plication of this is solemn, even ter- 
rible. God will impose a similar pun- 
ishment upon those who do not heart- 
ily forgive their brothers’ trespasses. 
The God who does this is not simply 
an imperial majesty, but the Heavenly 
Father and the Heavenly Father ,of 
Christ.

It 
must have startied the ambitious 
twelve to be warned in this way and 
be assured that God would deal im- 
partially with all, with impartial se- 
verity as well as kindness.

A GOLDEN FLOOD. 

When the citizens of Los Angeles 

approved and adopted the Owens River 
water project, they did more for the 
city and for all Southern California 
than they dreamed of. They not only 
secured water for their own use for all 
time, but they made it possible to con- 
serve and bring down to the most 
fertile land under the sun the floods 
that have been going to waste for 
unnumbered centuries in a dead lake 
of the desert. 
In 1893 the Irrigation Congress was 
held in California, and one of the dele- 
gates was Inyo county's water commis- 
sioner, Mr. I. Mulholland—not the en- 
gineer of the Los Angeles water de- 
partment. Mr. Mutholland told the 
congress that in the month of July 
of that year 500,000 miner's inches of 
water ran to waste in Owens Valley, 
not one inch of which was used for 
irrigation. He said: “There is an 
abundance of water all over the val- 
ley; we have too much of it; we could 
flood the country about Los Angeles 
with our spare water.” 

During the past year the Owens 
River project has been assailed as a 
chimerical scheme, or worse, by sor- 
didly selfish corporations, whose subsi- 
dized organs and agents have told the 
people insistently that there is not 
water enough in Owens Valley to sup- 
ply the city with more than 7509 
inches. That amount, they have said, 
is all that the city can hope to get, 
and they have demanded even in Con- 
gress that Los Angeles limit the capac- 
ity of its conduit to 10,000 inches, 
bind itself to take no more water than 
is required for domestic uses.

RAISE WAGES AT PIRU. 


Pitters and Shed Hands in the Apricot 
Drying Camp Are to Get 
Higher Pay. 

‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 
VENTURA, July 6.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] There was trouble today at 
Piru City for just one hour. About 
three hundred pitters and shed hands 
in the apricot drying camp there were 
stirred up tc a strike by Los Angeles 
agitators in the crowd, and J. Clatcher, 
the Los Angeies man, who ts drying 
most of the fruit In that section, held 
out only a short time against the de- 

mands made. 

Most of the workers are from Los

boxes weighed as high as elghty 
pounds when they should have weighed 
but sixty. Besides, it was said neigh- 
boring camps were paying 15 cents per 
box, and this price was demanded at 
Piru, while shed hands demanded a 
raise to e2 per day. 

In the temporary absence of the 
manager, the strike was started. Dep- 
uty Sherif! Trotter sent word to the 
,p>nerif! here that trouble was antici- 
pated, and the manager was recalled. 
After a greet deal of talk, the manager 
came to the termes of the strikers and 
granted ther the desired increase. The 
Sheriff concluded not to go to Piru, as 
he was not needed, and everything is 
again working smoothly.
